Take Chief Jay 
Strongbow, for in- 
stance.

Classy Freddie Blassie, 
a man who was one of the 
most feared wrestlers of 
his era, has been active in 
the wrestling profession for 
nearly 60 years. The Holly- 
wood Fashion Plate is best 
remembered, though, for 
his managerial prowess. 
He's managed the careers 
of such stars (or pencil- 
necked geeks) as Crippler 
Ray Stevens, Stan “The 
Lariat” Hansen and the 
lron Sheik, the latter a for- 


mer Federation Champion. 

James Dudley was an- 
other standout manager. 
He oversaw the career of 
fellow Hall of Famer Bobo 
Brazil and accompanied 
him throughout the north- 
eastern United States, 
specifically to such cities 
as Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and our nation’s capital. 

Speaking of Bobo, this 
man—who retired in 1993 
—gained legendary status 
by headbutting his oppo- 
nents into a state of uncon- 
sciousness. The tactic, 
known as the Coco Butt, 
has claimed many victims 
over the years and could 
still claim many more. 


Born in Manchuria, but 
living near Philadelphia, 
Gorilla Monsoon, who can 
be seen weekly on All- 
American Wrestling and 
Wrestling Spotlight, was 
one of the biggest athletes 
ever to enter a wrestling 
ring. In his heyday, he 
weighed in excess of 400 
pounds and polished off 
his opponents with the Gi- 
ant Swing. Monsoon's a 
former Federation Tag 
Team Champion (with Killer 
Kowalski). 

Nature Boy Buddy 
Rogers will forever hold a 
special spot in the history 
books. He was the first 
World Wide Wrestling Fed- 


eration Champion, whose 
wrestling career spanned 
more than 40 years. He 
was an inspiration for many 
of today’s greats, including 
former Federation Champi- 
on Ric Flair. 

Sadly, Rogers died in 
1992, but his name and ti- 
tle reign are enshrined in 
everlasting glory in the 
Federation's Hall of Fame. 

The Golden Boy Amold 
Skaaland was (and still is) 
one of the toughest and 
most respected men in 
wrestling. Skaaland, a for- 
mer United States Marine 
who proudly served his 
country during World War 
Il, has been active in 


wrestling for more than a 
half-century. He wrestled | 
many memorable matches | 
at Madison Square Garden | 
and later managed Bob ! 
Backlund to the Federation ! 
Title in 1978. 
These days, Skaaland, |

Above the squared circle, there were in- 
tellabeams, moving mult-colored lights used in 
rack shows and four banks of eight mole fays, 
emanating flashing lights onto the crowd.

Two dozen speakers broadcast entrance mu- 
sic for the Federation superstars.
